A lm ighty's favonr to H is M ajefty 
and the N ation, has been (Irongly marked it\ 
the loccefs he haa been pleafed to give to the 
ont ratiuns of H it M ajcfty’s F leet under my 
command ; and I have the fatisfaûioo to a c - 
quaint you, for the inform ation of the Lords 
(r. rumiflioncia o'ï’ the A dm iralty, th a t the 
four fhipa of the enem y, nam ed in the r n a r - . 
gin* have been deifroyed at their anchorage, 
nd fcver^l others from g e ttin g on Hiore, if 
lot rei;dert'.d unfcrviceable, arc a t leaÛ dif­ 
abled for a confiderable tim e. 


T h e arrangem ent of the fire veÎTel» plac­ 
ed under the d ired io n of Captain the R ig h t 
H on. Lord Cochrane, were made as fully as 
the iUte of the weather would *dmit accord- 
ii’îj to hi3 Lordfhip's plan, on the evening of 
the 1 1 :h inft. j and at eight o'clock, m the 
fame nig h t, they proceeded to the atU c k un- 
der a favcuritble ilrong wind from the n o rth ' 
w^id, and flood tide, (preceded by fome vcf- 
fels filled with Powder and Shells, as propofed 
by his Lordihip, w ith a view o f explofion,) 
and led on in the moft undaunted and deter­ 
mined manner by C apt. W ooldridge, in the 
M ediator Fire-Ship, the o th ert followed in 
fucccifjon, b u t owing to the darknefs of the 
night, feveral miftook their courfe, and failed. 


On their approach to the enemy's (hips, it 
wss difcovered that a boom was placed in 
front of their line, for a defence. T h is, how­ 
ever, the weight of the M ediator foon broke, 
and the ufual intrepidity and bravery of Bri- 
tifh Teamen overcame diiîicülti<>3. A dvancing 
under a heavy fire from the Forts in the Ifle 
of A ix , as well as from the enem y's (hips, 
moil of which cut or ilipt their cable«, and 
from the confined anchorage, g o t on iliore, 
aod thus avoided takii>g fire. 


A t day light thç following m orning. Lord 
Cochranc communicated to me by telegraph, 
that feven of the enem y’s ihips were on 
ftiore, and m ight be deUroyed. 
I im m edi­ 
ately made tiie 
fignal for the fleet to un- 
ttioo. and weigh, intending to p rc c e e i with it 
to cfiril their delUuiSlion. 
T h e 
wind how- 
ever being ficih from the N orthw ard, and 
the flood-tide 
running, rendered it too h az­ 
ardous to run into A ix-K oads, (from its Dial- 
low 
water,) 1 therefore anchored again, at 
the dillance of about three miles from the 
Forts on the Iflm d . 


A s the 
tide fuited, the enemy evinced 
great adlivity in endeavouring to warp their 
bhips (which had grounded) into deep wafer, 
and fucceedcd in gettin g all but five of the 
line tow ards the entrance of the Charante, 
before it became p raaicab le to attack them. 


I gavé orders to Captain B light, of the 
V aliant, to proceed w ith that .Ship, the Ue- 
venge, Frigates, B om bi, and fraali veffcls, to 
anchor near the Boyart Shoal, in readinefa 
for the attack. 
A t tw enty minutes paft two, 
P . M . 
Lord 
Cochrane 
advanced 
in 
the 
Impciieufe, with hia accuftomed gallantry 
and ipirit, and opened a well d ite a e d fire 
upon the Calcutta, which ftruck her co- 
luurs to the Impericufe ; the fliipt and vtf. 
fels above mentioned foon after joined in the 
attack upon th;: ViIJc de Varfovie and A* 
qiiilon, and obliged them, before five o'clock, 
after fuUainingf a heavy cannonade, to llrike 
the colours, when they were ta k ||l ^ ilrilio ii 
of by the boati of tiie adyanccf jquadron. 
As foon as the prifoners were rem oved, they 
were ict on fire, as Wiis alfo the T onnerre, a 
rtiort time after by th« 
enemy 


I afterwards detached R ear-A dm iral the 
Honourable R obert Stopford in the Csciur 
with the T h el’eus, three additional fire Ship» 
(which were haftily prepared in the courfe of 
the d sy .) and all the boats of the Fii*et, with 
M r. Congreve's rockets, 
to conduft 
the 
further operations of the night againll any 
of t!ie ijliips which lay expolcd to an attack. 
Oil ihi. n;oinii)gof the i:;'h , the R ear-A d 
luiral reported to me, that as the C x la r and 
oilier line oi b a t:ie ihips had grounded and 
were in a dangerous fi(uation, he thought it 
advifeable to order therj all out, particularly 
as the remaining part of the fervicc could be 
performed by frigates and fm.ill veffcls only ; 
and I was happy to find that they were ex- 
tricatfd irom their perilous licuation. 


Captain Blight has fince 
informed me. 
that it was found im prailicable to deOroy 
the thrce-decked fliip, and the others which 
were lying near the entrance of the Charente, 
ai the tonner, being the outer one, was 
protfiîcd by thr.*e lines of Boats placed in 
advance from her.

A t the C ourt of Q u een ’s Palace, the a6th 
of A piil, 1809, prefent the K iD g> M ofl E x ­ 
cellent M ajefty in CouDçil. 


W h e re a t his M ajeily, by his O rder in 
Council of the eleVenth of N ovem ber, one 
thoufand eight hundred and feven, was pleaf­ 
ed for the reafons aifigned therein, to order 
th at *' all the ports and places of France and 
her allies, or of any other country at war with 
his M ajeily, and all other ports or places io 
Europe from w hich, although not at w ar with 
his M'djefly, the Briiiib flag is excluded, and 
all ports or places in the colonies belonging 
to his M ajefly’s enemies ibould from thence­ 
forth be fubj';£t to the fame reflriâions, in 
point of trade and navigation, as if the fame 
were a£tually blockaded in the moil rtriÄ and 
rigorous manner 
and alfo to prohibit, “ all 
trade in articles which are the pioduce or 
m an u faâu re of the fsiid countries or colonies.*' 
And whereas his M ajefly having been ne- 
verthelcfs defirous not to fubjeft thofe conn- 
tries, which were in alliance or am ity w ith 
his M i jeily to any g reater inconvenience than 
was abfotutely infeparable from carrying into 
eflTcél 
his M ajefty’s juft determ ination to 
counteraft the defigns of his enemies, did 
make certain exceptions and modifications 
exprelTcd in the faid Order nf the eleventh of 
N ovem ber, and in certain fubfc<^\ieot Orders 
of the tw enty.fifth of N ovem ber, declaratory 
of the aforcfaid Order of the eleventh of No- 
vember and 'he eighteenth of D ecem ber, one 
th o u f nd eight hundred and fefe/>, and thir­ 
tieth of M arch, one thoufind eight hundred 
and eight. 


A nd whereas, in cbnf'quence of divers 
events which have taken place fince the date 
of the firft mentioned Oirder, aflfcfting the re- 
lation between G reat-B ritain and the territo ­ 
ries of o th er powers, it is expedient that fun- 
dry parts and provifions of the faid Orders 
fliould her altered or revoked;— H is Majefty 
is therefore pleafed, by and with the advice 
of his Privy-Council, to revoke and annul the 
faid feveral O rders, except as hereinafter 
expreffed, and fo much of the faid feveral 
Orders, except as aforefaid, is hereby revok­ 
ed accordingly. 


A nd his M ajefty is pleafed, by and with 
the advice of his Privy-Council, to order, and 
it IS hereby ordered, that all the ports and 
place* as far north as the River Enis inclu- 
fively, under the Governm ent flyling itfelf 
the Kingdom of H olland, and alt ports and 
places under the governm ent of France, to ­ 
gether # ith the colonies, plantations, and 
fettlem ents in the pofeifion of thofe G o. 
vernm ents refpeétively, and all ports and 
places in the northern parts of Italy, to be 
reckoned from the ports of Orbitello and Pr- 
faro incliifivelyi ihall continue and be fubjeii\ 
to the fame retlriAions, in point of trade and 
navigation, w ithout any exception, as if the 
fam«“ were actually blockaded by his M ajcfty’s 
naval forces in the moft ilriil and rigorous 
m a n n e r; and that every vciTcl trading from 
or to the faid countries or colonies, planta­ 
tions or fettlem ents, together with aP goods 
and merchandize on board, ihall be condemn- 
ed as prize to the captois.
